At the start of this year, the 
SGA, the Pub DownUnder 
and its staff took the 
initiative to try and include everyone 
on campus in the Pub's activities and 
events. Underagers were to be given 
the opportunity to enter the Pub during 
evening hours except for Thursday 
nights. This privilege was revoked as 
of Friday September 15 at 1:30pm. 
The new policy was thrown out not 
three weeks after it was implemented. 
Ron Chrysler, Vice-President 
Administration, made the final 
decision after it had been accepted at 
the Pub Committee level. Romeo 
Bcrtoli, Director of Services, 
commented that the policy was vetoed 
for many reasons. "The major reason 
behind this decision is liability." The 
liquor license for the Pub is under Mr.

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Dealing With 
The Nev\^ Cards

Most of the returning stu- 
dents atL.U. are probably aware that 
the card system has almost totally 
changed since last year. The thin, 
gray cards that were once used for 
photocopying, vending machines, and 
laundry have been replaced by a wi- 
der, more stylish blue-and-white card. 

TTie official reason for the 
change, according to Director of 
Services Romeo Bertolli, is that "the 
new system will allow the university 
to amalgamate all of the present cards 
into one." The change was made 
strictly forthe convenience of students 
and staff. Laudably, in this budget- 
conscious era, the Office of the 
Director of Services has managed to 
complete the change at no cost, since 
the changeover was^ done under 
contract by ITC. 

"ITC simply had to change 
the spacer in the card machines," said 
Bertolli, a process which takes 
technicians only 10-15 seconds per 
machine. 

The spacer has been 



changed to allow the use of the new 
student cards, which incorporates two 
magnetic stripes on the back. The 
thin middle stripe is set up for use by 
the newly spaced machines, while 
the credit-card style stripe has been 
set aside for "future use." 

"That stripe will be imple- 
mented a little bit at a time — the meal 
plan will hopefully be online by 
Christmas, so that the student can 
simply swipe their card and au- 
tomatically download their money — 
and could be used in the future for 
parking and security doors," 
explained Bertolli. He added that the 
vending machines are scheduled for 
the change-over shortly. 

Returning students need not 
be concerned about losing any money 
on photocopy cards they may have 
from last year. Money can be 
transferred onto the new cards at both 
the Circulation Desk of the J.N. 
Desmarais Library and the Director 
of Services Office on Student Street. 

Old student cards can still 
be revalidated with a $2 sticker, or 
new student cards will be available at 
the Director of Services Office as of 
this week for $5, with a turn-around 
time of only 
a few mi-

IT IS POSSIBLE- 
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Administration In the Pub Business?

Why is it that OSAP is so 
hard to receive and even harder to get 
information about? For three years 
now I have been trying to get OSAP. 
The first two years I was down right 
denied any financing. Last year I did 
not realize that I could appeal until it 
was too late, I had already gotten a 
student loan from the Bank of Nova 
Scotia (more on that later). This year 
I was again denied, but I decided to 
appeal the decision. My appeal was 
approved, but it sure was not made 
easy. 

Last May, a week after 
school ended, I sent in my OSAP 
form in for the 95/96 school year. At 
first they did not approve my 
application, that was at the end of 
June. So my battle began here. 

At the beginning of July I 
got the proper forms to appeal OS AP ' s 
decision. The school received my 
appeal within days. Not long after 
the school approved my appeal and 
off my application went to the 
Ministry to July, 17. By this point I 
was not worried, I figured I would 
still hear back in time for school to 
start. Boy was I wrong. 

The middle of August came 
and went and still no news from 
OSAP. I decided it was time to phone 
and see what was going on. The 



person here at Laurentian University 
told me that student awards had not 
heard anything. She was very kind 
and gave a 1 -800 number to call the 
ministry to find out from them 
directly. No answer. For two weeks 
I tried to get through to the ministry. 
From 8:30 to 4:30 the phone line was 
continuously busy. After two weeks 
I gave up trying to contact the 
Ministry. 

I came to school just before 
Labour Day weekend and decided to 
try student awards again. Still no 
news. Now at this point I was starting 
to get nervous. Tuition was due, 
books needed buying, rent had to be 
paid, you get the picture. Life was 
too hectic for me to wait in lines 
during Frosh week to find out whether 
there was news from OSAP. 

Thankfully the women at 
the treasury office were really great. 
I was told the payment of my tuition 
would be held off until I heard back 
from OSAP. Well that took a little bit 
of pressure off 

I tried calling the ministry 
again during the first week of classes 
but line was still busy. I'm convinced 
they took the phone off the hook. 
Finally last Friday I tried student 
awards again, by this point it had 



been almost two months since my 
appeal went to the Ministry, yet still 
no news. 

My friend had heard from 
OSAP Monday so I decided to try 
with student awards yet again. I 
almost jumped up and down when 
they said my application had come 
back — APPROVED! Granted the 
funds were not what I had hoped for 
or expected, but now I can rest a little 
easier. Two months and a day after 
my application went to the ministry, 
I finally got news, but it will still be 



two weeks before I get my money. 

OSAP is available to help 
the students, but somehow I feel that 
it can sometimes be more of a 
hindrance than a help. Next year 
OSAP is suppose to be made easier 
and more available to people. Only 
time will tell. 

For now I'm happy to have 
OSAP and not have to take another 
student loan from the Bank of Nova 
Scotia or ay other bank. Again, these 
loans are meant to help people, 
providing them with the money they 



need to go to school,. The interest 
rate is suppose to be good. 10.5% 
(last year's rate) seems pretty good, 
but if I had gotten another loan this 
year more than 20% of the money 
would have gone to interest payments. 
Helpful? I'm not sure about that. 

As the years pass, the 
expenses increase. lean only imagine 
the cost when my brothers go to school 
(they are 6 and 9 years younger than / 
me). I guess I should just stop the 
complaints and be thankful I here at 
University.

I'm going to talk about a racism 
that is more insidious than what 
is generally discussed.

The 
entire enterprise of education exists 
because human knowledge is not 
automatic; man must work to acquire 
the knowledge he needs. ..the 
acquisition of knowledge - not 
ethnicity - provides the only proper 
standard for the educational 
process..." 




How can we get past this 
institutional and governmental 
racism? Berliner stated it better than 
I can: "Racism will become an ugly 
memory only when universities teach 
a valid concept of human nature: one 
based on the tenets that the 
individual's mind is competent, that 
the human intellect is efficacious. 



that we possess free will, that 
individuals are to be judged as 
individuals - and that deriving one's 
identity from one ' s race is a corruption 
- one appropriate to Nazi Germany, 
not to a nation based on freedom and 
independence." I guess that makes 
Berliner and I racists... could be 
worse...

A group of 5 or 6 new 
AIESEC members lead by an 
experienced AIESECer would 
prepare for the trip and eventually fly 
to Columbia for the experience of 
their lives. 

While in Columbia another 
door opened for Guy, a native of 
Elliot Lake, Ontario. An opportunity 
to participate in AIESEC's 
International Trainecship Exchange 
Program presented itself and Guy 
accepted the challenge. 

Guy Roy is now having the 
time of his life in Columbia. He has 
accepted a temporary position 
teaching English at the University of 
Bogota in Columbia in exchange for 
free Spanish lessons and a modest 
salary. He will be rejoining AIESEC 
Laurentian at AIESEC's National 
Congress in December of this year in 
Quebec City and is looking forward 
to bringing his newly acquired 
knowledge, expertise and enthusiasm 
to his favourite local committee.

Being an Ethics and Religious 
Studies majorat Laurentian, 
I often ponder the ethical 
questions surrounding my everyday 
experiences at Laurentian University. 
One of my biggest ethical crises has 
arisen out the controversy 
surrounding the infamous WAC 
program. If you are a frosh here at 
Laurentian then you will know what 
I mean. I got my I last year and I'm 
still not convinced that the WAC 
program made me a better writer. 
Yet, on the other hand I'm still not 
convinced that it didn't. 

Now I agree with the spirit of 
WAC, university students 
must know how to string 
together a sentence. Ideas must be 
properly developed and articulated, 
and the rules of good grammar and 
spelling are an important component 
of good writing skills. There must 
also be a way of enforcing the above 
since not all programs arc inclusive 
of essays in their marking schemes. 
The psychology program is a prime 
example of a program where the 
student's ability in multiple-choice, 
and not writing, is the important factor 



in determining grades. 

But on the other hand, is it 
ethical to have first-year students 
write an exam without any prior 
knowledge of the content of the exam, 
the marking scheme of the exam, or 
even that the exam exists? I have had 
quite a few first-year students tell mc 
that they had no foreknowledge of 
the WAC test when they chose to 
come to Laurentian, and had they 
had this foreknowledge they 
probably would not have come here. 
And although I have not seen this 
year's WAC test, I was told by these 
same frosh that two of the three 
possible questions dealt with their 
experiences within university life, 
experiences that they had not yet 
gathered. Therefore, I wonder about 
the fairness in imposing a WAC test 
on totally unprepared frosh. 

Now I could go on and on 
about the ethical problems 
of the WAC program. I 
could tell you about Captain 
Christopher Robinson, a former 
English Professor in the Canadian 
Air Force, who wrote the WAC test 
and came out with a 2. 

Instead, the File Society 
(Huntington Ethics Society) will be 
hosting a panel discussion 
surrounding the ethics of the WAC 
program. Included among the 
speakers wilt be Dr. Brian Aitken. 
chair of the Ethics department, and 
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Dr. Vince diNorcia, chair of the 
Philosophy department and probably 
Laurcntian's most vocal opponent of 
the WAC program. Professor Alex 
McGregor will also be participating 
in the di.scussion. This discussion 
will take place at the Huntington 
Social Center on Thursday, 
September 28th, from 4pm on. 
Admittance is free, refreshments will 
be served, and all Laurentian students 
and faculty are strongly urged to 
participate.

What would you do if you 
disagreed with the marking scheme 
inoneof yourcourses? How about if 
you disagreed with the way the tests 
were being conducted in one of your 
courses? Did you know that there is 
something that you, as a student, can 
do? In your course calendar there is a 
section entitled Academic 
Regulations and hidden in this section 



is information on the determination 
of final grades. 

■All professors must have 
their method of determining the final 
marks approved by the Department/ 
School Council. The method must be 
consistent with department, school, 
faculty and Senate policies. Final 
approval in each course rests with the 
Dean of the Faculty. 

Now that you know this you 
maybe wondering. Ifyou read a little 
further you will find: 
Section 5 (a): "The approved method 
of determining final grades is 
explained to students in each course 
during the first week of classes." 
5 (b) "Revision? to the original 



method are explained to students 
during the week the revisions are 
approved." 

How does one go about 
appealing to have the determination 
offinal grades changed? Check under 
Section 6:"student appeals dealing 
with the method of determining final 
grades shall, in the first instance, be 
submitted to the Department/School 
Appeals Committee not later than 
the end of the second week of 
classes, and in the second instance, if 
necessary to the Dean who shall make 
a final resolution after consultation 
with the student(s), the instructor, 
and the department Chair/School 
Director.

While the Internet has 
tremendous gaps in its 
content, one area that 
does shine is in the availability of 
software. Generally, you can get two 
types of software, shareware and 
freeware. Shareware refers to 
software that you can download, try 
out and if you decide to keep it you 
pay a nominal fee. The author usually 
sends you the latest version and 
perhaps a code to remove the screen 
telhng you how to register. Freeware, 
as th^ name implies, means that the 
software is free for the taking with no 
payment necessary. Like anything 
that is free (or almost free), there is a 
lot of garbage. But buried among the 
refuse, you can find some excellent 
programs that you can download for 
your personal user 

One site which everyone will be 
interested in is the Jumbo Shareware. 
This software site caters to all users 
with around 23 000 pieces of software 
for Windows, DOS, OS/2, UNIX and 
Macintosh. From here you can 
download software for any of these 
platforms from a variety of categories 
such as applications, games, graphics, 
and text utilities and communications, 
among others. Coming soon to the 
site will be software specific for 
Windows '95 and Newton. Also 
present on the site are instructions on 
how to upload software, and software

you'll need such as anti-virus and 
decompression software. To get there, 
type http://www.jumbo.com. You 
will find this site to be agreat resource. 
Another site is ftp://ftp.wustl.edu 
(and cursordown to 'systems') which 
also supports Mac, UNIX, IBM, and 
other lesser used platforms. This is 
another huge collection of software 
which is very busy, so you might not 
be able to get on. 

IBM owners may be interested in 
STAR, a shareware site that may 
not be large, but from what I 
hear, it features acollection of quality 
software for DOS and Windows 
platforms. To link up type http:// 
delta.com/star.org/starhome.html. 
Software for different OS's (DOS. 
Windows, Windows NT, OS/2, etc.) 
is available at http:// 
www.acs.oakland.edu/oak.html . 

For Macintosh specific sites, you have 
a tremendous amount to choose from, 
however, I'll direct you to some of 
the big ones. At http:// 
www.nova.edu/Inter-Links/ 
software/mac.html you'll find a list 
of sites which support Macintosh. 
The first three are the best known. 
The University of Michigan site is 
the best because like Jumbo 
Shareware, you can read a description 
of the software before you download 
it. It's also sorted into categories so 
you can find what you need faster. 
TTie second site listed is called Info- 
Mac. I don't like using it very often 
because it is very busy and you often 
can't get on it, but it also contains 



tens of thousands of pieces of 
software. The site at Texas is a site 
which doesn't get many new pieces 
of software anymore, but it is a 
tremendous help if you are looking 
for a specific older program. 

The other sites listed will provide 
you with a list of other software sites 
and a link to Apple. Apple's site 
contains mostly information for 
developers or techies. If you want 
software specifically from Apple, 
type ftp://ftp.apple.com. This gives 



you access to some interesting items, 
such as Mac OS versions from System 
5.0 to System 7.0.1 for free 
downloading, and System 7.0.1 in 
different languages such as French 
and Russian among many others. That 
site is especially difficult to get on to. 
The Apple support site at ftp://ftp. 
support.apple.com also features 
some software that you may find 
useful. 

If you haven't got one of them I 
strongly suggest that you download 



an anti-virus program. While the 
popular press has made loo much of 
the issue, viruses do exist. There are 
many shareware anti-virus programs 
that are available at a low cost so do 
yourself tHat favour. 

Not a lot of sites, but then I 
don't have the luxury of 
space in thiscolumn. Jumbo 
and ftp://ftp.wustl.edu should be 
good starting points, with the others 
as extras. In the next column we'll 
look at the yellow pages of the 
Internet, and how to find anything 
you want with Yahoo and Lycos.

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Gus van Sant's To Die For at Cinefest

Like David Lynch , Gus van 

Sant was first a painter and then a 
film maker. Midway through his 
studies Gus changed his emphasis to 
film, obtaining a degree in film from 
Rhode Island School of Design which 
he attended with David Byrne and 
other members of the Talking Heads. 
Unlike Lynch who ended up in a 
twisted and deprived dream, van Sant 
found himself in Portland Oregon, 
the sight of many of his productions. 

At that time many of his 
classmateywere feeling the effects of 
Warhol ization. They wanted to be 
famous. They wanted their art to be 
famous. Instead, Gus found his most 
thoughtful influence in William 
Burroughs, whom he would 
eventually create small roles for in 
both Drugstore Cowboy ( 1 989) and 
Even Cowgirls Get the Blues ( 1 994). 

As a film maker van Sant is 
always'able to find empathic rhythm 
for dealing with those who lead 
alienating lifestyles. This may be a 
result of Gus being openly gay, a 
factor which has closed him off from 
the mainstream. Gus allows others to 
label him as a gay, impressionistic, 
and post-modernist film maker but as 
he pointed out, these are only three 
descriptors out of a possible list of 
forty. 

Gus' first feature was Mala 
Noche (1986) and you won't find it 




in too many video stores. It was shot 
in B&W. 1 6 mm for under $25,000. 
It stars Tim Streeter as Wall, a 
convenience store clerk who falls for 
an illegal al ien from Mexico, allowing 
himself to be victimized in order to 
fulfill his homosexual desires, a 
theme which resurfaces in later van 
Sant films. 

His next feature was 
Drugstore Cowboy starring Matt 
Dillon as Bob, the leader of a 
pharmaceutical drug crew. With his 
first big budget, $7 million, van Sant 
was able to create the world as seen 
through the eyes of a junkie. With a 
jumpy beat rhythm and unpredictable 
focus the film sympathizes with the 
middle-class drop outs as they get 
high and the tools of their alienation

move agamst gravity. As the credits 
roll over the crew's home movies 
and we hear 'The Israelites", 
performed by Desmond Dekker and 
The Aces, one begins to realize what 
a hauntingly perfect film they have 
just witnessed. 

After the commercial 
success of Drugstore, van Sant had 
the option of making a film with a 
much larger budget. Instead he opted 
to make My Own Private Idaho 
(1991) with half the budget of his 
previous feature. However, due to 
the critical acclaim of Drugstore, 
this lack of funds was relatively 
unimportant as Keanu Reeves and 
River Phoenix were both eager to 
work with van Sant. 

The film revolves around 
two street wise hustlers, Scotty Favor 
(Reeves) and Mike (Phoenix). Scotty 
is the narcissistic son of Mayor Favor 
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and is on the streets by choice, 
awaiting his inheritance. Mike suffers 
from narcolepsy, his unrequited love 
of Scotty, and an incestuous family 
portrait, the former being his escape 
mechanism. It is only Mike's lapses 
in consciousness that allow him to 
survive "The Old Main Drag." 

With a reference to 
Warhol's Blow Job, a modernized 
version of Shakespearean verse and a 
soundtrack ranging from Rudy 
Vallee to the Pogues, van Sant has 
created Idaho as a complex 
juxtaposition of class difference and 
the betrayal of the American dream. 

Van Sant's next feature. 
Even Cowgirls Get the Blues, is 

based on a Tom Robbins novel and 
presents a lesbian twist on the western. 
The film was met with general dismay 
on the festival circuit which was 
more to do with too many side-plots 



than with genre/gender bending. 

The film stars Uma 
Thurman as Sissy Hankshaw, star 
model for the 'Yoni Yum' line of 
female-hygiene products who also 
happens to have giant thumbs which 
make her an exceptional hitchhiker. 
These large thumbs also allow Uma's 
character to rise to a new position 
which is no longerthatof the castrated 
male. Beyond Sissy's abilities, the 
only redeeming side-plot of this film 
the growing love between Sissy and 
Bonanza Jellybean (Rain Phoenix). 
However, the film tends to go 
overboard and loses any singular 
effect. 

Gus van Sant's latest film is 
To Die For (1995) starring Nicole 
Kidman and Matt Dillon. The plot 
revolves around Suzanne (Kidman) 
who will do anything to have her own 
talk show. Her first step is to' marry 
the wealthy Larry Maretto (Dillon). 
They move to the town of Little Hope 
and Suzanne becomes the weather 
girl for a local T.V. station. She then 
moves up, maki|g a documentary 
about high-school kids. She decides 
that the only thing holding her back is 
her husband. So, with the help of 
three idolizing teens from her 
documentary she intends to get rid of 
her hubby. To Die For is still on the 
festival circuit and won't be in wide 
release for some time. However, 
Cinefest is giving you the chance to 
see it here in Sudbury on Saturday the 
23rd at 7:00 pm in the Grand Theatre. 
This is also a Gala presentation so 
you can expect plenty of wine and 
cheese, all you have to do is get a 
ticket. For more information call 
Cinefest or visit their downtown 
office in the City Centre mall. This 
film, like every film ofGus van Sant's, 
will be entertaining and worth the 
money.

Laurentian were in the face 
of Yeomen keeper Harry 
Mosgopoulos early in the game 
Ashton figured in the offense right 
away as he blasted a ball from inside 
the eighteen yard box after a York 
defensive .scramble.

Although the game was not 
very rough but on one play.

"This is a great result for us 
for our first game, especially since it 
is on the road," breathed Yeomen 
coach Eric Willis in relief.

There 
are six teams capable of winning [the 
OUAA finals} this year.," said 
Zorbas.
